A series of incidents have been reported to the 
police in recent weeks, and officers are now 


looking to work with taxi companies on a new 
scheme to put the brakes on repeat offenders. 

It is understood that many of the cases where 
passengers refuse to pay arise from disputes over 
the cost of fares. 

Passengers often complain about cabbies using 
taxi meters, which leads to arguments about the 
fee at the end of a journey. 

Officers at South Somerset District Council’s 
licensing team say they have been made aware 
of several complaints from customers about the 
meters. 

But passengers who take matters into their own 
hands are now being warned not to challenge the 
fares. 

Sergeant Pete Paskin, from Yeovil Police, said 
fare-dodgers could face a criminal record for 
their actions. 

“Running from a taxi without paying is a crim¬ 
inal offence,” he said. 

“When reported by a taxi firm to the police, 
this complaint is taken seriously and can result 
in arrest and even being charged to court.” 

Sgt Paskin said cabbies should ask to be paid 
in advance to avoid any disputes, and hinted at 
plans to develop a new initiative to keep a close 
eye on potential offenders. 

He added: “We advise taxi firms to take pay¬ 
ment up front form customers and would like to 
commence a 4 taxi-watch’ - led by taxi compa¬ 
nies - to share information on people who may 
be considered at risk of not paying.” 


South Somerset District Council, which sets 
the fares, says it is a criminal offence for drivers 
not to use the meters, which are in place purely 
to protect customers from being overcharged. 

Councillor Peter Gubbins, the SSDC’s licens¬ 
ing spokesman, said there had not been an in¬ 
crease in fares for seven years and that 
passengers should pay a “fair price” for the serv¬ 
ice. 

“Taxi drivers are a valuable piece of the jigsaw 
in the public transport network and provide 
transport services at anti-social hours,” he said. 

“They should be paid a fair price for the work 
they undertake. 

“The fares are not set by the taxi drivers but by 
the district council - and, in fact, the last rise in 
fares was in 2008.” 

A statement from the council continued: “In 
South Somerset we have byelaws that clearly re¬ 
quire the meter to be used at all times and any 
driver will commit an offence if they do not en¬ 
gage the taxi meter at the start of the journey. 

“At the end of the journey the taxi meter will 
show the maximum total fare that the driver is 
entitled to charge. 

“A driver may agree to take less than this 
amount but that is purely at their discretion. 

“If a driver attempts to charge more than the 
fare on the meter, they will commit an offence 
for which they could not only be fined up to 
£1,000 but also be imprisoned.”

EAST DEVON 
Three week wait for 
wheelie bin emptying? 

COUNCIL chiefs are considering changes to rub¬ 
bish collection services that could leave residents 
waiting three weeks for their bins to be picked up. 

A new scheme designed to boost recycling rates 
will be trialled in parts of East Devon next month 
and could be rolled out elsewhere in the future. 

The short-term service, for around 1,800 house¬ 
holds in Feniton and Exmouth, will see cardboard 
and mixed plastics picked up from the doorstep 
on a weekly basis, but residents' grey wheelie 
bins will be collected every three weeks, instead 
of fortnightly. Weekly food waste collections will 
continue as normal. 

Information is being sent out to residents this 
week ahead of the trial, which is designed to in¬ 
crease the amount that households recycle while 
reducing the cost of running collection services.

Another crash on notorious A303

Police’s Rural Crime Team check 
on vehicles transporting animals 


POLICE officers from the Rural Crime Team were 
out and about in South Somerset last week running 
a joint operation with Trading Standards, Animal 
and Plant Health Agency and VOS A. 

Together they were stopping agricultural vehicles 
and other lorries to check the maintenance of the 
vehicles, the conditions of animals being trans¬ 
ported and to ensure that the drivers had the cor¬ 
rect paperwork in relation to the livestock. 

PC Katy Drabble from the Rural Crime Team 
said: “We were stopping vehicles yesterday to en¬ 
sure that large vehicles, carrying a lot of weight - 
in some cases animals, were road worthy and 
weren’t presenting a danger to themselves or other 
drivers. 

“We were also working with our partners to 
check on the condition of the animals and to look 
for any stolen livestock, as there has been an in¬ 
crease in this area over the past few months.” 

A total of 15 vehicles were stopped during the 
morning and there were fortunately no concerns 
regarding the health and welfare of any of the an¬ 
imals being transported. 

Trading Standards made referrals to their Dorset 
colleagues in relation to an advisory regarding to 
the length of journey on one particular Animal 
Transport Certificate and an advisory in relation to 
one person not having the correct authorisation 
form for animal transportation. 

VOS A made a number of prohibitions, meaning 
the vehicle owners had to rectify the issues before 
they were allowed to leave the site or within a cer¬ 


tain period of time. These included prohibitions 
for a bald tyre, faulty mirrors, a trailer handbrake 
fault, an insecure load of scaffolding and a faulty 
bulb on a livestock trailer. 

PC Drabble added: “We understand the impact 
that livestock and equipment theft has on our farm¬ 
ing and equestrian community. We will continue 
to work with our partners and our rural communi¬ 
ties to tackle rural crime, ensure the safety of our 
roads and deal with the issues that local people and 
businesses are citing as their priorities. 

“We are really grateful to the farmers and drivers 
who were very patient yesterday while we were 
stopping people and doing the checks.” 

Police and Crime Commissioner Sue 
Mountstevens added: “Livestock rustling is a con¬ 
cern residents are raising with me and I am de¬ 
lighted that the police have been able to carry out 
this day of action. Rural crime is already a focus 
for the police, with a dedicated rural crime team 
and a rural crime forum. 

“Yesterday’s operation highlights the efforts the 
police are going to tackle this crime, which affects 
the lives and livelihoods of farmers. I would en¬ 
courage anyone with any information to contact 
the police.”

Chief Constable Nick Gargan was found guilty of 
eight charges of misconduct last month and his sus¬ 


pension from the force was lifted. 

Mr Gargan was suspended in May last year on 


for a report from the misconduct panel, and after 
receiving this she will hold a further hearing with 
the Cheif Constable to determine his sanction. 

“I have read the open letters from the staff asso¬ 
ciations and I am listening to the views of residents. 
The whole procedure for police misconduct is 


strictly regulated. 

“Like all judicial processes when proceedings are 
not complete it is not possible to discuss or com¬ 
ment upon them until they have been finalised. 

“In the meantime Chief Constable Nick Gargan 
will not be returning to work in Avon and Somer¬ 


set. However, he will be carrying out some national 
work with the National Police Chiefs Council.” 

Following the sanction hearing Sue 
Mountstevens will publish the misconduct panel’s 
report, the cost of the proceedings and her decision 
on her website.

Mr Gargan has denied any wrongdoing but said 
he accepted the findings and apologised if his ac¬ 
tions had “fallen below the standards expected of a 
Chief Constable”. He also said he was pleased the 
more serious allegations of gross misconduct were 
found not to be proven, including all allegations of 
inappropriate advances towards female colleagues. 

The Police and Crime Commissioner has said the 
process is “not yet complete” as she is now waiting

There is also a free booklet about the history of the founding of what 
has become Yeovil's and one of South Somerset's most important em¬ 
ployers, AgustaWestland, and is available from the Town House and 
Yeovil Library in King George Street. 

Westland Aircraft Works was founded in 1915 after the Prime Minister, 
David Lloyd George, announced in Parliament that Great Britain did not 
have the necessary resources to win the war. 

On hearing this Petters Ltd, who had opened a new foundry at Westland 
in 1913, decided to place their resources at the disposal of the Govern-

Following meetings between the Petter family and the Admiralty in 
London it was decided that the Westland Foundry should make Naval 
Aircraft for the war effort. 

The Admiralty contracted them to build Short 184 seaplanes under li¬ 
cence with work starting immediately and so Westland Aircraft Works 
was officially formed as a branch of Petters Ltd. 

Westland has gone on to produce many famous fixed wing aircraft de¬ 
signs such as the Whirlwind, Welkin, Wapiti, 

Lysander and helicopters such as the Lynx and 
AW101. 

The district council's heritage spokesman, Cllr 
Nick Weeks, said: "We are excited to offer the 
opportunity to members of the public to view a 
fantastic display by our heritage team. 

"Westland Aircraft Works has been a funda¬ 
mental part of the history of Yeovil and we are 
glad we can help to celebrate the centenary of 
the founding of the works."

PET lovers from across 
the area are hailing a new 
dogs’ swimming centre 
near Chard for putting the 
bounce back into their 
best friends. 

The Dogs at Donyatt ca¬ 
nine hydrotherapy centre 
has become a hit with 
owners seeking to help 
their pets following in¬ 
juries or surgery, or to 
keep them super-fit and 
slim by taking them to 
their own pool for swim¬ 
ming sessions. 

Owner Fiona Williams 
opened the centre last 
year and has since been inundated with 
bookings as vets are recommending the 
new treatment as the ideal way to keep 
dogs healthy. 

Fiona, who qualified as a hydrother¬ 
apist after studying the benefits for her 
own dog nearly four years ago, helps 
dogs with conditions including arthri¬ 
tis, cruciate injuries, elbow and hip dys¬ 
plasia and also obesity. She dons a wet 
suit and gets in the heated pool with her 
canine clients, who can be fitted first 
with flotation vests for extra support. 

“Hydrotherapy is a great way to help 
dogs overcome all sorts of difficulties 
associated with orthopaedic conditions 
and muscular problems and to build up 
strength,” said Fiona, who is currently 
studying for a doctorate in animal sci¬ 
ence. 

“We’ve helped more than 60 dogs in 
the past year, both in the pool and on 
our state-of-the-art underwater tread¬ 
mill.” 

Besides the therapies on offer, Fiona 
also holds lessons for dogs unsure of 


how to swim and fitness swims that 
help big dogs lose weight. 

Geoff Harper, of Chard, who recently 
rescued an obese labrador which was 
over-fed by its previous owners, said 
the swimming has had “miraculous” 
benefits for his pet. 

“My lab weighed over 50 kilos when 
I first got him, he was huge and very 
unhappy about being so fat. But since 
he’s been having lessons in the pool 
with Fiona he’s changing from a hippo 
into a bark spitz,” said Mr Harper. 

“After a dozen lessons he has lost 
more than six kilos and is well on his 
way to becoming fit and healthy and 
happy again. 

“His tail wags like crazy every time 
that he sees the pool and he can’t wait 
to jump in with Fiona. He’s learning 
much more than doggy paddle and it’s 
a miracle to see him getting so healthy 
again.”

‘Virtual footway’ improves road safety in Haselbury 


HASELBURY Plucknett, near Crewkerne, is one 
of two rural communities in Somerset to benefit 
from the county's first “virtual footways”. 

“Virtual footways” have been introduced in 
Haselbury and Creech St Michael, near Taunton, 
as part of a pilot scheme to improve road safety 
by Somerset County Council. The footways 
make it safer for pedestrians in rural areas where 
the road is too narrow for a pavement to be in¬ 
stalled. 

The work included introducing coloured surfac¬ 
ing on the road to show an area of shared space 
for cars and pedestrians, improved signs and 


road markings, and the introduction of a 20mph 
speed limit. 

Councillor David Fothergill, Somerset County 
Council's Cabinet Member for Highways, said: 
“I'm delighted we now have two virtual footways 
in Somerset. These are a great solution, partic¬ 
ularly in rural areas, to help pedestrians get 
around safely where there is not enough room 
for a pavement. 

“Both of these schemes are near schools 
where previously children would have been 
forced to walk in the road. 

“Somerset is one of the most rural counties in 


England so this could be something we see a lot 
more of in future. We'll be looking closely at 
these locations and considering if they can be 
introduced at other locations.” 

The Haselbury Plucknett virtual footway runs 
for around 200metres along the A3066 North 
Street, near Haselbury Plucknett First School. 
The scheme cost around £28,000 and was first 
put forward by then county councillor Cathy 
Bakewell on behalf of the community who had 
seen similar schemes over the border in Dorset. 

It has since been supported by county council¬ 
lors and local MP, Marcus Fysh, and the designs 


were drawn up in consultation with the parish 
council, school and local residents.

'Out of date' police funding 
model to be reconsidered 


A POLICE funding formula which 
has seen Avon and Somerset lose 
out on £110million it is assessed to 
need is to be overhauled, the gov¬ 
ernment has announced. 

Ministers say they want to re¬ 
place the “out-of-date” funding 
model with a simplified version. 
They will consult on proposals to 
tie the sums given to police forces 
in England and Wales to factors 
such as the size of an area’s popu¬ 
lation. 

Avon and Somerset Police and 
Crime Commissioner Sue 
Mountstevens welcomes the an¬ 
nouncement. 

She said: “I’m delighted to learn 
that the government is finally look¬ 
ing at the way police funding is al¬ 
located. This is something that I 
and my predecessors in the Police 
Authority have continued to raise 
with ministers as it causes signifi¬ 
cant shortfalls for residents. 

“We’ve long campaigned against 
the out-dated method which has 
seen Avon and Somerset lose out 
on £110million it is assessed to 


need since its implementation in 
2006. As we face hard financial 
choices about how to prioritise re¬ 
ducing and finite resources, we are 
forced to look harder and cut 
deeper than others who have fared 
better from the funding model. 

“This has an adverse impact on 
police numbers and means that we 
have 240 fewer officers than aver¬ 
age for the size of population. 

“It’s not clear yet how the new 
police funding formula will look, 
we are working our way through 
the consultation document and will 
respond by September. 

“However, I hope to see a new 
system which takes into account 
the assessed needs of the area, its 
population and is implemented in 
full without lengthy transitional 
arrangements.” 

The Home Office plans to bring 
in the new formula “as soon as it is 
appropriate”. 

It is seeking views on what “tran¬ 
sitional arrangements” would be 
needed to put the reform in place in 
the next financial year.

Beer Coastguard 


THIS is likely to be Beer Regatta’s last 
search and rescue display to include a 
Coastguard Search and Rescue helicopter, 
as the Coastguard helicopter base at Port¬ 
land will be closing in 2017. In 2013 the 
UK Search and Rescue Helicopter con¬ 
tract was awarded to a private company 
who will operate the service on behalf of 
HM Coastguard, replacing the current 
mixture of military and civilian arrange¬ 
ments. Despite a long 
and hard fought 
campaign in¬ 
cluding 




a pe¬ 
tition signed 

by over 100,000 people, the battle to save 
the Portland base was lost. 

From this year The Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency take on responsibility 
for all UK search and Rescue operations 
and by the summer of 2017 ten coast¬ 
guard helicopter bases will cover the 
whole of the UK. Lyme Bay will then be 
covered by aircraft from Newquay in 
Cornwall, St Athan in South Wales or Lee 
on solent in Hampshire. Newquay be¬ 
comes operational on 1 January next year 
and will have the Sikorsky S92 and St 
Athan (who take over on 1 October this 
year) and Lee on Solent (already an ex¬ 
isting base) will be equipped with the Au¬ 
gusta Westland 189. Both types of 
aircraft will have state-of-the-art search 
and rescue and safety technol¬ 
ogy and increased on-board 
medical facilities. Al¬ 
though faster, the loca¬ 
tions of these aircraft will 
mean an increase in re¬ 
sponse times to incidents 
in Lyme Bay.

Drive an E V and you may never 
have to visit a petrol station again 


NEW analysis by plug-in vehicle campaign Go 
Ultra Low suggests that British motorists could no 
longer have to rely on the conventional petrol sta¬ 
tion. More than 90% 1 of electric vehicle charging 
takes place at home while total charging volumes 
have almost tripled since 2014 (163% increase), ac¬ 
cording to new usage data from leading infrastruc¬ 
ture provider Chargemaster. 

Coupled with bumper uptake of plug-in vehicles 
- more than 14,500 were registered in the first half 
of 2015 - the new findings point to the potential 
for motorists to lessen their reliance on petrol sta¬ 
tions by opting for hassle-free electric-car owner¬ 
ship. 

Hetal Shah, Head of Go Ultra Low suggests that 
motorists should consider updating their approach 
to car ownership: “The reasoning is simple - why 
should motorists have to go out of their way, regu¬ 
larly spending time at petrol stations, when it is 
easy to ‘refuel’ from the comfort of their own 
home, simply by plugging in an electric car? EV- 
sceptics sometimes question the usability of the 
UK’s roadside charging infrastructure, but this new 
data indicates that it is an important, but not critical, 
facility for most electric vehicle owners.” 

Government subsidies of up to £700 are available 
for the installation of fast, efficient home-charge- 
points; however that’s just the start of the savings. 
EV drivers could cut tax and fuel costs by around 
£800 per year versus the average car on the road, 
with driving costing from around 2p a mile com¬ 
pared to around 10-12p per mile for a typical petrol 
or diesel car. The savings continue to stack up as 


plug-in vehicles also need less maintenance and 
can be parked for free in many places. 

With the average commute in the UK less than 
10 miles, the majority of plug-in car and van drivers 
are able to charge entirely at home or work, only 
occasionally using public chargepoints as a back¬ 
up or additional top-up for longer journeys. 

As well as only commuting short distances, more 
than a third of UK motorists never travel more than 
80 miles in a single trip, comfortably within the 
100-mile range of most pure electric vehicles. For 
those who regularly need to travel further or don’t 
have a driveway for home-charging, some plug-in 
hybrids can travel around 700 mil es without need¬ 


ing to refuel. 

Motorists driving beyond their car’s range can 
make use of more than 7,500 public chargepoints 
in 3,000 locations nationwide. This back-up infra¬ 
structure is set to grow further with government 
planning to complete the installation of 500 rapid 
chargers in key locations, such as motorway service 
stations, by the end of 2015. In total, £32 million 
of infrastructure support is due to be implemented 
between now and 2020, while £8 million has been 
set aside for public chargepoints. Crucially, this 
funding also makes allowance for motorists’ pri¬ 
mary charging locations, with £15 million available 
for the Electric Vehicle Homecharge Scheme.

LOCAL golfer Sophie Keech moved a 
step closer to playing in the Ladies 
British Open when she qualified as 
top amateur at recent TTie Ricoh 
Women's British Open Qualifier. 

With 75 professional and amateur 
players competing Keech was looking 
to finish in the top 25 at the Berkshire 
Golf Club course which holds great 
memories for her, having won the 
Astor Salver there for the past two 
years. 

Playing with one her former Eng¬ 
land colleagues Sarah-Jane Boyd and 
Greta Voelker (Germany) she played 
solid goal with two birdies and a par to 
turn at one under. 

On the back nine she hit eight out 
of the greens in regulation, and with 
eight pars and a birdie, finished her 
round two under (-2). 

This was good enough to finish tied 
fourth but top amateur on the day, 
and has now got a chance to play at 
Irvine in the final qualifier later this 
month where only twelve of the 95 
will make the cut for the British Open. 

Keech just failed to qualify for the 
final cut finishing in 28th position 
having posted a two over par score. 

Sophie then gave an excellent ac¬ 
count of herself but narrowly missed 
out on qualification for the Women's 
British Open. 

The amateur carded a two-over- 
par 76 round at the Irvine Golf Club, 
Scotland, finishing two shots off the 


running for a play-off. 

In howling winds and rain on Scot¬ 
land's west coast, Keech made the 
ideal start with a birdie at the first but 
returned to level-par after bogeying 
the 290-yard par-four fourth. 

But a run of three bogeys in four 
holes on the eighth, 10th and 11th se¬ 
verely dented Keech's qualification 
hopes. 

A birdie two at the 16th provided 
some hope but she narrowly fell 
short of the 12 spots secured by the 
qualifiers, who will now take their 
place in the 144-strong field for the 
prestigious tournament.
